‘Wes, the undersigned Members of the Select Committee appointed to consider the Bill to 
amend and consolidate ‘the law relating to the Port of Cajeutta, and to the appointment Sf

2. We have held in all $ meetings, and have considered the sectionsof the Bill in detail.
